for the History of Public Departments" by Mr. Thomas, the 
Secretary of the Public Record Office. And the following brief 
observations have been chiefly collected from the same source : — 

It would appear that in early times the Sovereigns of this country took 
personal interest in the care and preservation of the Records. Subsequently 
the two Houses of Parliament took the same interest in the Public Records, 
as being the People's Evidences, and at various times appointed Parliamentary 
Committees of inquiry into their state and to recommend the proper course 
for their care and preservation, which for brevity sake we pass over with 
these few observations in order to come to the immediate circumstances which 
led to the appointment of the Record Commissioners. 

In the early part of the year 1800 a Select Committee of the House of 
Commons was appointed u to inquire into the State of the Public Records of 
Great Britain, and of such other Public Instruments, Rolls, Books and 
Papers as they should think proper ; and to report to the House the nature 
and condition thereof, together with what they should judge fit to be done 
for the better arrangement, preservation, and more convenient use of the 
same." They reported the same Session, and thereupon the House presented 
an Address to His Majesty, to give directions for the better preservation, 
arrangement, and more convenient use of the Public Records of the King- 
dom. Accordingly a Commission was issued under the Royal Sign Manual, 
dated 19 July, 1800, known as the " Record Commission," which Commis- 
sion was renewed at various times, until at length the administration of their 
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affaire fell into some disorder, and a Select Committee of the House of 
Commons was appointed on the 18th Feb. 1836, to inquire into the manage- 
ment and affaire of the said Commission, &c. The Report of the Committee 
was presented and printed the same year in a very bulky foolscap folio 
volume, containing Minutes of Evidence and Appendices. (Sess. Paper 
H. C. 1836, No. 665.) The result was, that the Government allowed the 
Commission to expire in December, 1837, and a Government Department 
was appointed in its stead under the title of the Public Record Office. 

It appears that the Commissioners of Records, during the thirty-seven 
years of their management, directed their attention more particularly to 
printing and publishing rather than to the care and preservation of the 
Records, though the latter occupied part of their attention : whereas the 
present Government Department, formed under the authority of stat. 1 & 2 
Yict. c. 04, is based on the care and preservation of the Public Records, but 
by section 14 of the said Act the Secretary of State has the power to cause 
Records, &c. to be printed. And some of the works left unfinished by the 
Record Commissioners have been completed under the superintendence of 
the Master of the Rolls (ex officio head of the Public Record Office), 
sanctioned by the Secretary of State. 

The Record Commissioners have left a great monument of their 
fulness in publishing so valuable a Collection of Records and 
Materials. And it is to be hoped that some unobjectionable means may be 
found by the Government to continue such works. 

In conclusion, the Public is apprised that the number of copies 
originally printed under the sanction of the Record Commissioners 
has been exhausted of such works in this Catalogue as are marked 
M out of print," and to which consequently no prices are affixed. 
The Publisher however takes the opportunity of respectfully inti- 
mating that he has good second-hand copies on sale of most of those 
so designated, which may be had at reasonable prices.
